Year at Good Wages 


Both the United Farmers - of’ Al- 
erta’ and the Grain Growers’ asso- 
ciation of Saskatchewan intend to 
use every effurt to secure returned 
soldiers for work on the farms of 
those two provinces during the pres- 
ent gaat. What will be the attitude 
of the returned men is~ fot known, 
but it is said that those who con- 
template taking up land themselves, 
but who hitherto have known noth- 





ing of agriculture, will get an insight |; 


into that industry if they elect to go 
laboring on the prairie farms for a 
season. We think it is highly prob- 
able that an invitation~will ‘be ex- 
tended to returned soldiers in Brit- 
ish Columbia to go to Saskatchewan 
or Alberta to help out with 
year’s harvest. ‘Any man who is qual- 
ified to drive a team of horses will 
be able to carn $75 a month and his 
board, while wages, not much smal- 
ler, will be paid for absolutely, un- 
skilled labor. The farmers of both 
provinces are anxious to interest the 
returned soldiers in the gath€ring.of 
the harvest. Perhaps it is a selfish 
desire from one angle becatise there 
is such a shortage of labor, but then 
the farmers point out that the ,.men 
will be well paid and can learn the 
rudiments. . of agriculture which 
should prove of benefit to these who 
have determined to take up land.—
